THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


BLAINE AND SHERMAN HAVE AN 
INTERVIEW.

W a s h in g t o n , A pril 1st.—The Supreme 
Court to-day rendered a decision in case 
221, Lizzie Buxton and A nna J. Voorhees, 
plaintiffs in error vs. H attie L. Travers et 
al., in error, to the Suprem e Court of Cali­ 
fornia. The case of plaintiffs rests upon the 
contention that their father acquired by oc­ 
cupation of unsurveyed lands of the United 
States the right ot pre-emption, which, 
at his death descended to plaintiffs under 
the laws of the U nited States. The Court 
holds that this contention is not well taken. 
Settlements upon public lands in advance 
of public surveys, the Court says, is al­ 
lowed to parties who intend when the sur­ 
veys are made to apply for their purchase. 
If within a certain tim e after the surveys 
and return of the plats to the local land 
offices, the settler takes certaiD steps re­ 
quired by law, he acquires for the first time 
the right of pre-emption to land, that is, a 
right to purchase it in preference to others. 
U ntil then he has no estate in the laiid 
which he could devise by wsil, or which, 
in case of death, would pass to his heirs- 
at-law. 
As has been heretofore held by 
the Court, occupation and im provem ent of 
public lands with a view to pre-emption, 
does not convey vested rights in the lands 
so occupied. The United States enters into 
no obligation that lands occupied Bhall 
never be put up for sale, but simply de­ 
clares in case they are offered for sale oc­ 
cupants shall have the privilege ot pur­ 
chasing them before all others. The judg­ 
m ent of the lower Court against the plain­ 
tiffs right is affirmed. 
The opinion was rendered by Justice 
Field. An opinion was also rendered in 
No. 1370, Brigid O. O. Botiller et al., plain­ 
tiffs in error, vs. Domingo Do ninguez, in 
error, to the Supreme Court of California. 
This is an action of ejectment brought by 
Dominguez against Botiller and others to 
recover possession of the ranch Los Vir- 
gines, in Los Angeles county, California. 
Dominguez's title is derived from a grant 
made by Mexico in 1S34, but which grant 
never has been presented for confirmation 
to the Board of Land Commissioners ap­ 
pointed under an Act of Congress of March 
3,1851, to settle private land claims in Cal­ 
ifornia, and no patent for the land has ever 
been issued bv the United States. 
It is 
contended by Botiller that the tract is pub­ 
lic land, aud open to entry under the gen­ 
eral land laws. 
The lower Court held that, as Domin­ 
guez’ title to the land from Mexico was 
perfect at the time of the acquisition of 
California by the United States, he was not 
compelled to subm it the grant for confirma­ 
tion to the Board of Land Commisssoners, 
and that his failure to do so did not forfeit 
his grant. 
Judgm ent was therefore given against 
Botiller, and front that judgm ent an ap­ 
peal was taken to this Court. In an elab­ 
orate opinion by Justice Miller, the Su­ 
preme Court holds that the lower Court 
was in error, and therefore reverses the 
judgm ent of the Supreme Court of Califor­ 
nia. The Court says there is nothing in 
the language of the statute of 1851 creating 
a Board of Land Commissioners, to show 
that its proceedings were to be limited to 
the settlem ent of im plicit and inchoate 
claims, and 
that 
claims 
already per­ 
fected under Mexican law were to be ex­ 
cluded from the jurisdiction of the Com­ 
mission. Nowhere in the statute is there a 
hint of an attem pt at any distinction as to 
claims to be presented between those which 
arp pertectcd and those which are imperfect. 
It was not the purpose of the statutes to 
settle titles between private citizens, m ak­ 
ing claims to same lands. The object was 
to senarate and distinguish lands which 
the United States owned, from those which 
belonged, either equitably or legally, to 
private parties, under the grant from Spain 
or Mexico. It was equally important, to 
the object which the United States bad in 
the passage of it. that claims under perfect 
grants 
from the 
Mexican Government 
should he established, as that imperfect 
claims should be established or rejected so 
that the Government m ight be enabled out 
of all of its vast domain, to say: 
‘‘This is 
m v property,” and that Mexican claim ant 
who bad a just claim, m ight say, “ This is 
mine." 
In conclusion the Court said there can 
be no doubt of the proposition, that no 
title to land in California, dependent upon 
Spanish or Mexican grants, can be of any 
validity which lias not been subm itted to 
the Board provided for that purpose in the 
Act of 1851, and the judgm ent of the Su­ 
prem e Court of California is accordingly 
reversed. 
The opinion in this case, it is said, will 
affect title to a large quantity of California 
lands. 


SEN A T O R TE L L E R 


Says E x e cu tiv e A p p o in tm en ts S h ou ld B e 
C on sid ered In O pen S ession . 


W a s h in g t o n , April 1st.—In the Senate 
to-day Teller offered the following: 
Resolved, T hat hereafter all Executive nom i­ 
nations shall be considered in open session of the 
Senate. 
H e said : “ I do not intend to ask con­ 
sideration of this resolution at this time. I 
merely offer it that it may be referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions. At the 
next regular session of the Senate, if I live 
to be present, I intend to press that resolu­ 
tion in season and out ot season. 
I have 
never believed there was any good reason 
why Executive nom inations should be con­ 
sidered by the Senate with closed doors. I 
am satisfied that a great majority of the 
people of this 
Government, 
irrespect­ 
ive of parly, are of the same opinion. 
I am tired of giving my reasons to the Sen­ 
ate with closed doors for votes which I 
gave and noticing in the newspapers the 
next day entirely different reasons ascribed 
to me, and not unfrequentlv no reason at 
all. 
I have never expressed a sentim ent 
nor given a vote in the Senate with closed 
doors which I would not give in the open 
Senate. I do not believe any considerable 
num ber of Senators desire to shield them ­ 
selves from public criticism or public gaze 
in a m atter of this kind. 
W hile I adm it 
that in considering questions of interna­ 
tional relations there may be and fre­ 
quently are times when the'Senate should 
sit with closed doors, on account of great 
public in terest, I can conceive of no reason 
why we shonld close our doors when asked 
to pass on the qualifications of men for 
public office. 
“ I did not desire to conceal from the 
public any action of m ine in leference to 
such m atters. On the contrary, I am ex­ 
ceedingly anxious that wben I exercise my 
constitutional and Senatorial duty here I 
may execute it in the face of the whole 
world, or at least so much of the world that 
has a right to call me in question lor my 
conduct, and that is the people of the 
United States. I believe that the time has 
come when public sentim ent will not tol­ 
erate the closing of our doors on a mere 
question of confirmation. I believe that 
the practice is one of agencies that is calcu­ 
lated to bring the American Senate into 
disrepute and into contempt, for the people 
will believe—under the charges that are 
made day by day—that we are afraid to ex­ 
press our views that there is some truth in 
them . N ew spaperm en with their accus­ 
tom ed zeal m ust find some reason for our 
conduct, and very frequently put into our 
m ouths things we never said and never 
thought of.” 
The resolution was referred to the Com­ 
m ittee on Rales.

n e w s . 


T he R ichm ond, A lert and A dam s to be 
Sent to Sam oa. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 1st.—The Navy De­ 
partm ent is m aking every effort to secure 
an adequate representative at Samoa. 
Or­ 
ders were sent to-day to have the R ich­ 
mond, Alert and Adams sent to Apia at 
the earliest practicable mom ent. The Alert 
is at H onolulu and can reach Samoa in a 
m onth or at least in forty da.vs. The R ich­ 
m ond is in the river Rio de la Plata on the 


east coast of South America and m ust go 
around Cape H orn. 
The Adams is under­ 
going repairs at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, and ten days or two weeks will serve 
to complete her repairs, and after a few 
days necessary to take stores and coal, she 
may sail on the voyage which will take 
abouta m onth. The Yantic, now at Brook- 
iyn.can be ready to sail on the 10th instant, 
and in all probability will be sent to relieve 
the Richmond. 


THE OLD RICHMOND. 
The old Richmond is by far the largest 
of the vessels that will go to Apia. 
She 
was built at Norfolk in 1S58, and is of 2,700 
tons burden, 525 feet long, 42} foot beam 
and 174 draft. H er speed is set down at 91 
knots when in trim , but she is doubtless 
foul, and consequently m uch reduced in 
speed by her stay in the South Atlantic 
waters. She is commanded by Captain O. 
\ . Reed, 
with 
Lieutenant-Commander 
Louis LiDgslev, Lieutenants S. H .C. Coffin, 
F . H . Crosby, J. M. Robinson and J. O. Nich­ 
olson. 
H er complement is 29 officers and 
321 men. The battery is headed by twelve 
nine-inch smooth bores, one eight-inch 
muzzle-loader rilie,onesixty-pound breach- 
loading ritle, one twenty-pound breach- 
loading and some sm aller secondary guns. 


THE 
ALERT. 
The Alert is a 1.000-ton vessel, built by 
John Roach in 1875. She carries twenty- 
one officers and 127 men. She is rated at 
ten knots an hour, is 175 feet long by 32 
feet beam, and draws 12J feet of water, 
and carries a battery of one eleven-inch 
and two nine-inch .-mooth-botes. one sixty- 
pound ritle and four sm all guns in second­ 
ary battery. 
H er officers are Commander 
Jam es D. Graham, and Lieutenants John 
Garrett, T. E. Green, C. T. .Moore, J. P. 
Pfiker, C. D. Bostwick and W illiam G. 
H annum . 
THE ADAMS. 
The Adams is rated at 1,375 tons. She 
was built in 1870 at Boston by Donald Mc- 
Kav. H er length Í9 187 feet, bv 35 beam 
14 3 draft. She is set down as a 9 8 knot 
ship, with a battery of 
four nine-inch 
smooth-bores, one eight-inch muzzle-load­ 
ing rifle, one sixty-pound muzzle-loading 
gun, and five guns in the secondary bat­ 
tery. H er detail of officers is not yet been 
made.

D em o c r a tic S en ators In d u lg e In Som e

W a s h in g t o n , April 1st.—Senator Plum b 
staled that he had moved a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the nom ination of 
Lewis W ollley to be Governor of Arizona 
had been confirmed, upon the assurance 
that the charges against his character had 
not been considered by the committee. 
Since then he had become satisfied that the 
action of the committee was right, and he 
would not press his motion. The injunc­ 
tion of secrecy upon the confirmation was 
accordingly removed. There was consid­ 
erable discussion upon the nom ination of 
delegates to the Congress of American 
Nations, to be held 
in this city next 
autum n. Objections were made to them 
by Democrats, on the ground that they were 
alm ost unanim ously Republicans iti poli­ 
tics. 
Senator Sherm an, Chairman on Foreign 
Relatious Committee, which had recom­ 
mended the list, stated that three of them , 
namely, Messrs. W hite ot M aryland, Tres- 
cott of South Carolina 
and Hanson of 
Georgia, were Democrats. 
The m inority 
Senators, however, insisted that Trescott 
and Hanson were mugwumps, not Demo­ 
crats. and onght not to be so considered. 
Senator Frye criticised the list of appoint­ 
ments, saying that so far as he knew, with 
a single exception, none of the delegates 
named ought to be appointed. Senator 
H oar eulogized T. Jefferson Coolidge. 
Frye said W illiam Pinckney W hite wu9 
opposedito paying subsidies to ocean steam ­ 
ship lines, being interested in¡the operation 
of clipper ships trading with South Amer­ 
ican countries, a statem ent which Senator 
Gorman is said to have confirmed. The 
report cf the committee went over until 
fo-morrow w ithout action by general con­ 
sent, there being no formal motion or ob­ 
jection entered. 


A D JO U R N M E N T O F T H E SEN A T E. 


T h e M in ister to C hina to b e a Surprise to 
th e C ountry, 


W a s h in g t o n , A pril 1st.—It is expected 
that the Senate will adjourn to-morrow 
sine die. It is barely possible that one or 
more nom inations will be sent in, but of 
this there is no certainty. 
President H arriso n ' has made nearly 
double the nom inations that were sent to 
the Senate by ex-President Cleveland at 
the special session which followed his in­ 
auguration.

George H. Shields nominated to-day for 
Assistant Attorney-General of the Interior 
Department, is a resident of St. Louis,where 
he has been engaged in the practice of law 
for m any years, until General John R. H en­ 
derson dropped the practice of law to at­ 
tend to his private affairs. Shields was a 
partner of his aud has continued the busi­ 
ness of the firm ever since. Shields is 
about 55 years ot age, is active and energetic, 
and has a wide knowledge of land law. 
H e was appointed on the recommendation 
of Secretary Noble. 


GOVERNOR OF NEW MEXICO. 
A funny incident is connected with the 
nomination of L. Bradford Prince to be 
Governor of New Mexico. 
There were 
three candidates in the field, Prince, Dyer 
and Sullivan, who have been urging their 
claims with great persistency. This m orn­ 
ing the m atter was settled at the W hite 
Honse, and Prince’s nom ination sent to 
the Senate. About an nour aiter it was 
made Prince came sadly into Noble’s office 
and said: 
“Mr. Secretary, Sullivan, Dyer 
and myself have had a conference, and we 
have agreed to be satisfied with whomever 
of ns you may select. 
W e shall make 
no protest.” 
“That 
is settled, is it. 
Prince. If I nom iuate one of the other 
men you will be satisfied, will you ? I hope 
you will stand by that.” 
Prince seemed to have given np all 
hope and turned sadly away, saying, “ Well, 
I agreed to that, and I will stand by it.” 
H e went out without any further knowl­ 
edge of th e situation, and it was not until 
the evening papers conveyed to him the 
knowledge that he had won the prize that 
he found him self actually and heartily 
satisfied with the situation. 
Prince was Chief Justice of New Mexico 
until A rthur demanded his resignation, to 
m ake place for A. A. Axtell, of Ohio, who 
came to A rthur and claim ed that Garfield 
had promised him the place. A xtell came 
near being defeated for confirmation, be­ 
cause all New Mexico was opposed to him , 
but be managed to pull through and went 
down there. 
Prince has always been very popular in 
New Mexico, and his nom ination will be 
well received. 


ASSISTANT TREASURER OF NEW YORK. 
Ellis H . Roberts, who sncceeds Judge 
McCue as Assistant 
Treasurer of New 
York, is the well-known editor of the 
Utica Herald, and was a n< ted half-breed 
leader when the first split in the ranks ot 
New York Republicans be^an, in 1880. He 
fought 
Conkling 
persistently and was 
always an energetic Blaine m an. 
Mr. 
Biaine is responsible for his appointm ent, 
and it is not unlikely that his removal to 
New York city may bring about a change 
in affairs. 
It is thought it may sffect the 
I’latt influence in the eastern part of the 
State.

Mr. Ruston, of Indiana, who has been 
nom inated United States Treasurer to suc­ 
ceed Mr. H yatt, is a banker and business 
man of standing, as well as a good political 
manager. A t present he is Chairm an of 
the Indiana State Central Committee, and 
in that position did good service during 
the late campaign. H e is about 45 years 
old and is possessed of considerable for­ 
tune. part of which he inherited. 
H is first 
appearance in political life was in 1884.

IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


Tni: late Legislature of California re­ 
fused to adopt the new ballot law proposed 
by the Federated Trades, or by the Young 
Men's Democratic League of San Fran­ 
cisco. Ko one in either house ventured to 
present any substantial reasons why the 
measures were not fit to be incorporated 
into our Codes—simply, the legislators did 
not propose to adopt anything of that kind 
that would upset political chicane, and 
make -uek rascalities as disgraced San 
Francisco last fall impossible, and that 
would give the poor man an equal oppor­ 
tunity with the politically favored to 
t: run " for oflice. 
But the Legislature of 
the State «f Indiana looked at the matter 
;n a very different way, for it has adopted 
and the Governor of that State has ap­ 
proved a ballot reform law that is almost 
‘ ■ rd for word like the bills the California 
legislators rejected. 
In Indiana hereafter 
the State will furnish all ballots used at 
any of the State, county or municipal 
elections. 
The ballots will be uniformly 
printed, and contain the names of all men 
. ho wish to aspire to oflice and can secure 
the indorsement of a reasonable number of 
ci tizens. 
The ballots will be delivered to 
voters at the polling booth by the election 
officers, and the voter will in private pre­ 
pare and cast his ballot, absolute secresy 
being secured to him. There can be ad­ 
vanced against such a system no reasona­ 
ble objection. 


T h e announcement is made that before 
President Harrison makes any changes in 
the- Consular service, he intends to give 
the whole system a thorough examina- 
ti n. and to make appointments with a 
view to increasing the value of the service 
and to raise the standard of incumbency. 
There is need for such improvement as he 
contemplates. 
The reports made by our 
Consuls to the State Department prove 
how greatly useful the offices can be made 
to the country by intelligent supervision, 
and above all. by being competently fillc-d. 
t\ I’.at is needed inw, for one thing, is bet­ 
ter direction of our Consuls in the study of 
subjects local to their stations for report to 
the State Department.

are very valuable now, there is room for 
.-till more improvement. There is a grow­ 
ing aemand, also, for a still higher order 
of intelligence in Consular positions, and 
this must continue as long as the demand 
H r the improvement in the reports re­ 
ferred to is justified.

TURE WATER SUPPLY. 
Dr. Simmons, from the Water Commit­ 
tee. reported verbally that hehadrepeatedlv 
called upon and urged the Trustees to allow 
the people an opportunity to vote upon the 
question of adopting the well system for 
a city water supply east of Twelfth street, 
but had almost given up all hope of con­ 
vincing the Board of the necessity of such 
action. He spoke of his inspection of the 
Stephens well at Brighton, and declared that 
not the slightest doubt existed that the 
water therein was wholly free from what 
is known as surface drainage. He was ac­ 
companied in his visit bv an eminent 
hydraulic engineer — a gentlemen from 
abroad, who is a recognized authority in 
such matters—and the latter gave it as a 
fact beyond all preadventure that a magnifi­ 
cent supply of pare water Hows beneath 
the surface of this section, and can be 
tapped inside of 200 feet. The Stephens well 
runs through seventy feet of clav that is 
perfectly impervious to ail polluting sub­ 
stances, and there was no doubt that the 
same stratas would be found nearer to this 
citv. 
The doctor spoke at length and earnestly 
upon the subject, and dwelt upon the great 
advantages that would result to the people 
of this city—both as regards their health 
and prosperity—if a supply of clear and 
pure water were had. He laid before the 
committee certain facts that upset some of 
the pet theories indulged bv Sacramentans 
who are wedded to the belief that river 
water is the best that can be bad. He in­ 
stanced the case of Memphis, also, whose 
water supply was some years ago derived 
from a river, where epidemics of cholera 
and yellow fever had raged with fearful re­ 
sults. A brewer of that city finally bored 
a fine well in order to secure better water 
for his beer, and it was found tobe so much 
better that ail his neighbors used it. and 
medical statistics soon showed that those 
woo used the deep-well water had com­ 
parative freedom from sickness even while 
epidemics raced about them. This leo toa 
general adoption of the svstem. and to-day 
the mortality percentage of Memphis is 
quite as low as that of certain localities in 
Laiiforuia whose people are deluding them­ 
selves with the false notion that thev are 
the healthiest in the Union. 
The discussion took a wide range in 
which Messrs. Coleman, Avery Dev’iin 
Dray and others participated. 
’ 
Senator Dray said he had always been 
lukewarm on the water question until dar­ 
ing the recent session of the Legislature. 
wuen he heard so many disparaging remarks 
concerning our river water bv members 
from other places that he became con­ 
vinced that it was a serious drawback to 
tue progress and prosperity of the city. 
I- inaliy, Mr. Avery moved that the \Vati r 
Committee formulate a plan to urge upon 
the Trustees for submission to tbe people 
at the same time the question of expend­ 
ing some $70,000 for a new pump is sub- 
mi-ted. 
Mr. Coleman moved as an amendment 
tna. .pasmucb as the people themselves 
nesdel some education in the matter, the 
committee prepare a circular setting forth 
u.t tLe Jacis involved, with arguments 
showing why the city should avail itself of 
tne a n n d u it tuupiy of pure water now 
known to be baa for the mere taking. 
He 
beuev d that if properly informeii in the 
matter tae people would vote riehi. 
, ^-- Averv accepted the amendment. He 
beneved the people would rather vote 
S2Ü OX) for gooii well water than $70,000 to 
■>100,000 Tor another pump. 
Mr. Linu.ey suggested that it would be 
we.i to get as many of the people as possi­ 
ble cut to ytew the weils now producing so 
bounteously and let them see and drink of 
their pure waters. If this were done he 
v.as certain that the people would have 
tL.or eves opened. 
After some further discussion, the motion 
of Mr. A very, with Mr. Coieman’s amend­ 
ment. was aaopted. 
Some .- utine business was transacted 
and the meeting adjourned.

THE CITY TPXSTEES OPPOSED TO 
THE POLICE INCREASE. 


Condition o f the City Treasury

The City Trustees held their regular 
weekly meeting yesterday morning, all the 
members being present. 
The report of the Chief Engineer of the 
Water-works showed that duriDg the past 
week 18,653,250 gallons of water were 
pumped. The Holly pump worked 163 
hours, and the Central Pacific 1 hour.

K. A. Kidder, Harbormaster, reported as 
having collected $10 from the fish market 
during the month, §67 50 lor barges and 
$1U5 for steamers.

The Chief of Police reported that 278 
arrests were made during the month of 
March, 47 lodgers accommodated and 1,365 
meals furnished. The cash balance on 
hand April 1st is $9 45. 
V. J. Gregory, Clerk of the Water-works, 
reported as follows: Water sales, $30,440 25; 
tap sales, $557: totai water and tap sales for 
the year. $60,337. 
The Superintendent of the City Cemetery 
reported that there were 30 deaths in the 
city durine the past mouth, 1 stillborn and 
16 brought here for interment. Total num­ 
ber interred, 47. Collected for sale of lots, 
$1S3 75; for permits, $49: vault dues, 
$7 50. Total collections, $240 25. 
Philip Rumble, the Pouudmaster, re­ 
ported having impounded 16 head of cattle 
and 76 dogs during the past month. All 
of the former were redeemed, but 58 of the 
canines were killed. The sum of $50 was 
collected for impounding the said animals. 
The City Collector made the following 
report: Total city licenses collected during 
the month, $6.779 50; during the past year. 
$27,487: fees on same during past month, 
$71; during the past year, $305; dog 
licenses during mouth, $35; during past 
year. $359. Licenses on hand April 1st, 
$7,609 50. City Collector Putnam adds to 
his report that the total licenses collected 
during the past year amounted to $1.107 50 
over that of the previous year. On the 
dog licenses sold there was a decrease of 
$59.

Supervisor Bates was opposed to any 
funds oeiDg used for the purpose, and said 
that the Assessor should do the work for 
the salary he is now getting. The county 
was now furnishing him an extra clerk, 
and he thought they were making enough 
wages.

AMUSEMENTS. 
The first Musin concert takes place this 
evening at the Metropolitan Theater. The 
promised character of the entertain­ 
ment has been fully set forth in these col­ 
umns. The troupe consists of Ovid Musin, 
the eminent Belgian violinist; Anne Louise 
Tanner, prima donna soprano; Whitney 
Mockbridge, lyric tenor, and Edwin X. 
Shonert, pianist. There is every reason to 
believe that the concert of this evening 
will be one of exceptional brilliancy and 
high musical excellence. The confidence 
of the manager in the musical taste of 
the community and in the ability of the 
troupe to address it, has led him to an­ 
nounce two concerts in succession—an un­ 
usual thing—and that justifies the expecta­ 
tion raised by the announcements. The 
first of the series of concerts by the troupe 
in San Francisco, only one of which has 
yet been given, is pronounced by last even­ 
ing's Post as “ delightful throughout.”

No 
piano, however deftly plaved, can ever convev 
the sentiment, or awake the thrill, or stir the 
heart as the bow of Musin does. He lifts his 
hearer out of the everyday world and transports 
him into a world of fancy, ru which reason is 
silent and logic dumb, and over which feeliug 
alone holds s w a y ._______

played “The Two Orphans” at the Opera 
House last night to a house crowded by 
liberality of the management.

PETITION FOR TAX CANCELLATION. 
J. W. Hughes appeared before the Board

WATER AND WATER RATES. 
William Turner made a request of the 
Board that they extend the city mains so 
that the pronerty-owners in the vicinity of 
Twenty-sixth and O streets might be ac­ 
commodated with the city water. The 
Mayor informed him that it w ould have 
been done long ago but for the lack of 
power at the water works. The engines 
were hardly able to do the work required 
of them at present. The matter will." how­ 
ever. be attended to as rapidly as possible. 
Mayor Gregory introduced an ordinance 
regulating and rearranging the water rates 
so as to make them more uniform. It was 
such a lengthy matter that it was deferred 
until a special meeting in the evening. 
SUBORDINATE OFFICERS ELECTED. 
Trustee Wolf nominated for City Expert 
R. M. darken. The roll being called Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolf voted for darken and 
Mayor tiregory for Frank Devlin. 
Phillip Humble was unanimously elected 
Pounduiaster for the coming year. Xo 
other applications for the position were 
made. 
James Plummer being the lowest bidder 
was awarded the contract for grading and 
improving Front street from Q to U. 
The subject of the appointment of extra 
policemen being broached. Trustee Wolf 
stated that he desired himself to be placed 
on record as strictly opposed to the whole 
plan. He thought it was all right to have 
policemen, but he did uot see where all the 
money was coming from to pay the extra 
ones, when the city was now in debt over 
$6,000 to those they have. If the proposed 
extra ones were appointed, he thought 
there would be a grand “squabble" when 
their salaries became due. 
Mavor Gregory took the same view of 
affairs. 
After allowing about a dozen bills the 
Board adjourned. 


The great six-day go-as-you-please race 
will commence at the old Pavilion, corner 
of Sixth and M streets, to-night, and will 
no doubt prove interesting to Sacramentans, 
as they have had nothing of the kind for 
many years.

He has the best two-mile record in the 
United States, the best four-mile record of 
the Pacific coast and the best record on 
this coast for various short distances. Man­ 
ager Frank Hall has put in electric lights 
and made the Pavilion quite attractive. 
There will be splendid accommodations 
for ladies and no charge for their admis­ 
sion. The track is twelve laps to the mile, 
and the same score system will be used as 
in the great races in Xew York. It is safe 
to predict that there will be some good run­ 
ning to-night between 7:15 and 11:15.

POLICE PROTECTION. 


THE CITY TO HAVE A IORCE OF 
TWESTY-SIX MEN. 


Y esterday's E lection o f Policem en— 
T he M ayor V otes for Only 
Fifteen Officers. 


The Board of Police Commissioners, com­ 
posed of Mayor Gregory, Chief of Police 
Lee and Police Judge Buckley, met yester­ 
day aiternoon for the purpose of electing 
police officers for the ensuing year. For 
weeks past this event had been the all­ 
absorbing topic in political and semi-politi­ 
cal circles, and applications for positions 
on the force poured in from all quarters, to 
the number of sixty-six, including the old 
force of sixteen members. 
Those aspiring to serve the people as 
guardians of the city, at the very ac- 
ceptble salary of $100 per month, belong to 
various walks in life, but a large proportion 
were mechanics, for whom the handsome 
pay possessed greater attraction than the 
monotony of the workshop with its pay of 
from $2 50 to $4 per day. Many of the 
names were previously unknown in po­ 
lice circles, although each applicant was 
backed by a list of the names of old and 
substantial citizens. 
All the members of the old force appear 
to have been pleased with their past ex­ 
periences, as each and every one of them 
had in an application for reappointment.

GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 
At 1:45 the members of the Board ap­ 
peared in the Police Court-room, which was 
already filled with anxious and expectant 
applicants and their friends. 
Mayor 
Gregory presided, as President of the Board, 
and ex-Chief of Police Dillman, In tbe ab­ 
sence of the Court Clerk, acted as Secretary. 
At 2 o’clock the meeting was called to 
order, and the Secretary read the minutes 
of the last annual meeting, which were ap­ 
proved. 
Mayor Gregory stated that the present 
meeting was called for the purpose of elect­ 
ing police officers for the ensuing year, and 
directed the Secretary to read the list of 
applicants, with the names of citizens in­ 
dorsing the same. 
This somewhat unnecessary formality 
consumed upward of half an "hour of the 
time of the session. The members of the 
Board became somewhat uneasy during 
this tedious procedure, as it seemed to be 
a needless prolongation of the torture to 
which they had been subjected for many 
long weeks and months by seekers after 
positions and their armies of persistent 
friends. Before the Secretary had con­ 
cluded the reading of the list the room had 
become crowded to overflowing, and the 
hallways and adjoining rooms were filled 
with anxtous-looking men. 
THE NUMBER TO BE ELECTED. 
At the conclusion of the reading of the 
list Chief Lee moved that the Board pro­ 
ceed to elect a force of twenty-three men. 
Judge Buckley said he favored the mo­ 
tion, and was even in favor of making the 
number twenty-five, exclusive of the Cap­ 
tain. He believed the bill recently passed, 
authorizing the election of thirty men, was 
a necessity, owing to the rapid" growth of 
the city. In the outskirts of the city the 
people had for some time past complained 
bitterly of inadequate police protection, 
which was a necessary result of the present 
limited force. Even with the proposed in­ 
crease, the force would be less, in propor­ 
tion to population, than that of any city iu 
this cr any other State of the Union. The 
additional outlay entailed would, in his 
opinion, be more than compensated for by 
the better protection afforded citizens in 
their persons and property. He moved to 
amend the motion of Chief Lee by making 
the number to be elected twenty-five. 
Chief Lee—"I accept the amendment.” 
Mayor Gregory said that it was at his 
personal solicitation the Governor signed 
the bill, but it was not understood at the 
time that it was such a dire necessity. He 
did not deny that tbe city needed the pro­ 
posed increase in the number of policemen, 
but the city tax had been levied prior to 
the passage of the bill referred to, and he 
did not believe it would be legal to elect 
more than fifteen members (and a Captain), 
and would confine himself to balloting for 
that number only. 
Judge Buckley's amendment to the mo­ 
tion of Chief Lee was then submitted and 
carried, the Mayor voting no, and the 
other Commissioners voting in the affirma­ 
tive. 
THE ELECTION. 
The Mayor said the next thing in order 
was balloting for officers, and each of the 
Commissioners set to work preparing his 
ballot for twenty-five candidates. Follow­ 
ing is the result of the balloting, two or more 
votes being necessary to elect:

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


T he M issing Crew of the Schooner Chance 
Found off the Oregon Coast. 
Y aquina (Or.), April 1st.—Messrs. Bow­ 
ers, H astings and Hardisty, whom your 
correspondent reported as having reached 
Cape Foulweather Light, from the schooner 
George H . Chance, arrived here Friday, not 
much the worse from their experience 
am ong the breakers. 
From them it is 
learned that the schooner, after the break­ 
ing of the rudder, had gradually drifted 
and sailed up the coast until the seal rocks 
were reached, when the rudder became en­ 
tirely disabled and all control of the vessel 
was lost, and she came within an ace of go­ 
ing on| the rocks.

were made, and, seeing no evidence of help 
reaching them from this bay, both boats 
were lowered, and about 6 p. x , all the 
men embarked, the intention being for 
Bowers, Hastings and H ardisty to come in 
and secure help, w hile the dory, containing 
the Captain and the other two men, was to 
return 
to tbe 
schooner which lay 
at 
anchor just off the outside buoy at the 
m outh of this 
bay. 
Approaching the 
beach, the skiff containing Bowers and 
the two other men was caught in the 
breakers 
and 
upset, 
and 
they 
were 
tossed am ong 
the rocks, but the three 
men 
succeeded 
in 
reaching shore at 
Foulweather. The men in the dory, seeing 
the fate o f the skiff and believing the three 
men lost, put back to sea, and the wind 
rising, they were com pelled to put out to 
sea to save themselves. 
The greatest anxiety prevailed in regard 
to the dory and her valuable cargo, and the 
O. D. tug Resolute, Captain Richards, was 
ordered to go to sea at once and cruise as 
far north as the m outh o f the Columbia 
river, if necessary, in search of them . 
In 
pursuance of this duty, yesterday evening 
about 3:30 o'clock Captain Richards de­ 
scried the dory and crew about one and 
one-half m iles sonth of Mescucca, som e 
twenty-five m iles north o f Yaquina bay, 
and took boat and m en on board. 
The tug 
returning reached the m outh of the bay at 
7 o’clock last evening, too late to cross in. 
W hen she reached her dock at Yaquina 
City this morning, and the three m issing 
m en were descried on the deck of the tug, 
the wildest cheers were indulged in by the 
large throng of anxions spectators on the 
docks, and three honest sailors never re­ 
ceived a more warm and hearty welcome 
hom e again.
